“Our hospital does a great deal of 
charitable work, much more than is 
covered by the appropriation from ‘he 
state. 
In fact, during one quarter of 
lait ynar th* .-hackable work am ount­ 
ed to $1623, while tho state appropria­ 
tion for the same period wa* only 
$500. 
It is unquestionably th * duty 
of the* c hristian people of the coun­ 
ty to help hi ar this burden, and we 
feel that if they were appealed to per­ 
sonally they would gladly and gen** 
erously respond.

M assachusetts supreme 
court today refused to interfere in the case of Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti and counsel for the two men now sentenced 
to be executed in Cl arle town prison next week launched upon a 
new move to bring the case before the II. S. .supreme court. 
Arthur D. Hill, chief of d« Tense counsel, announced his intention 
of filing applicate n for a writ of certiorari at W ashington and at 
the •'ame time set out to see Chief Justiee Hall 
of the M assa­ 
chusetts superior court to ask a stay of execution to permit print­ 
ing of the record for submission to the highest federal court. 
The Massachusetts court in its decision written by Henry K. 
Itraley overruled exec pl ic Oh of defense counsel to rifusal of Judge 
Webster Thayer to grant a revocation of sentence, stay of execu­ 
tion and a new trial and to the refusal of Justice Sanderson of 
the supreme court til grant a writ of error. 
The court also denied 
a petition for a writ of error. 
Word of the decision was carried to the two condemned men 
in their cells in the state prison at Charlestown by Michael Mus- 
manno of defense counsel and Warden Hendry announced the two 
men would Is* removed immediately to cells in the death house.

The first income was received in 
1900, two years after the establish­ 
ment of the state forests. 
It am ount­ 
ed to $1,227.87. 
By 1910 tho annual 
income had increased to $9,176.09 and 
by 1920 to $50,633.80. 
It roached its 
highest mark in 1924 with $88,199.56 
and in 1926 totalled $50,943.44. 
The 
annual income for the past ten years, 
ranging from about $25,000 to more 
than $88,000, was exceeded in the pe­ 
riod 1923-25 through the salvaging 
of large amounts of blighted chestnut 
trunks. The income of this three year 
period alone amounted to $236,899.94. 
Of the $50,843.44 received from the 
state forest* in 1926, $15,389.20 was 
from the sale of m ajor forest prod­ 
ucts, such as lumber,

props, 
posts, ties and cord wood.

| that year almost 500,000 feet of lum­

T i* interesting to note how one book of an author stands out promi­ 
nently above all others. And so often that book was the one the author 
worked less upon, or else himself thought the least of as a work of art. 
Hugo's "Le* Miserable*,” Charlotte Bronte's “Jane Eyre,” Cissing’* “The 
Private Papers of Henry Ryecroft,” Hudson’s ‘‘Green Mansions,” Stephen 
Crane’* “ Red 
Badge of Courage,” Flaubert’s “ Madame Bovary.” 
One of the nio't interesting of a1 these works is Flaubert’s “ Madame 
Bovary.” 
Thi* book appeared in 1857 when the writer was but 36 years old. It 
took F'laubert nearly six years to complete it. It is a masterpiece in realism. 
In this age when books are turned out to order—some in but a few J 
weeks’ time—it is of importance to learn that thi* writer often ijpent days j 
in perfecting a single paragraph! 
He hunted words as a hunter went after 
game. 
He was painstaking, relentless in hi* search. 
“ It is easier to be­ 
come a millionaire and live in Venetian palaces, filled with master works 
of art, than to write a good page and be satisfied with oneself,” he once I 
wrote. 
He alway* sought accuracy. 
In preparation for the writing of one of 
hi* books be read 1500 volumes! And for his one living book, he travelled 
over thousands of miles, dressed himself in the garb of the natives in many 
countries, and breathed the life air of romance wherever he went. 
Flaubert sought color, background, truth. Turkey, Spain, Egypt—each 
called him, and to each he alli(Hi his working thought. 
In Constantinople he 
became a Georgian slave, in Spain a muleteer, and in Egypt the driver of 
a camel. 
It was hi* Oriental wanderings that gave the flavor to his great 
story, tinting it toward perfection by the “grayness of F’rench Novem­ 
ber*.” 
Flaubert wa* bom in 1821 in the City Hospital of Rouen, F'ranee, of 
which hi* father was the chief surgeon. 
F'rom early youth he wrote, but : 
one great book alone remain* to perpetuate his name.
